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“SELF-SUPPORTING 
MISSIONARIES” 


These words tell the whole story 
of Co-Laborers, Inc. Ever since the 
very first missionary movement of 
the Christian Church, self-supporting 
laymen have spread the Gospel with 
the regularly ordained or specially 
Selected messengers. Paul embodied 
both of these principles. He _ sup- 
ported himself much of the time as a 
tent-maker but, at times, he took sup- 
port from Christians. If one recalls 
that every true Christian witness is 
a missionary then almost 100% of 
the missionaries are self-supporting. 
Our great burden and vision is to get 
such self-supporting missionaries out 
to the foreign neglected areas. There 
are some places of great need where 
it is almost impossibie for a white 
man to support himself. There are 
other places where only self-support- 
ing lay witnesses may go. There are 
many places where there is room for 
both kinds. The sad fact is that the 
job opportunities in most mission 
areas are held, not by true earnest 
Christians, but by worldly people, 
many of whom work against the 
missionary. Will you pause now just 
a moment, and pray the Lord of the 
Harvest to send Christians into these 
strategic job openings? 
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Do we want them? --- He does! 


“Stricken, smitten, and afflicted 

See Him dying on the tree.” 
He lives in us; our life is hid with 
Him. How can we help but want or 
desire that which He yearns for? 
HIS STRATEGY—“Ask of Me” Ps. 2. 
“Pray ye therefore the Lord of the 
Harvest that He send forth laborers 
into His harvest,’ Matt. 9, Lk. 10 
(Have you read this far without pray- 
ing?) Chas. Studd prayed a short 
simple prayer, ‘‘Lord, how is it that 
you haven’t sent any missionaries to 
the heart of the Congo?” The result 
of that prayer found thousands of 
blacks kneeling before the Lord Jesus 
in a few short years, many of whom 
are home in Heaven today. ‘Pray ye!” 
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“Ror ‘years: “We have prayed for: 
such\. an organizatiens?.__“It should” 


have been\ initiated fifty years 
ago.” \.““Just\ what we have/~ heen , 
looking. and ‘praying for,” od!

There are thousands of Americans 
in foreign lands earning their living. 
Our U. S. Govt. through many of its 
offices hires civilians and sends them 
out if they can qualify. The Air Force 
alone hires personnel for about 160 
different types of jobs. The U. S. Civil 
Service Commission, Wash. D. C. has 
published Pamphlet 29, Jan. 1950 
“Hederal Jobs Outside The Continen- 
tal U. 8S.’ Everyone should write for 
this valuable pamphlet, study it, and 
pass it around to Christian friends, 
especially to young people. It can be 
purchased in quantities from the 
Supt. of Documents, U. S. Govt. Print- 
ing Office, Wash. 25, D. C. for 10c a 
copy. 

Many companies hire people and 
send them out to scores of different 
foreign places. A new book just out 
has compiled from a maze of data, the 
important facts and places to contact 
for foreign jobs. Its title is “Jobs That 
Take You Places” by Joseph Leeming, 
published by David McKay Publish- 
ers, Philadelphia, Pa. $3. Every Youth 
Group in every church should have 
this book for its library. We highly 
recommend it and feel that every Co- 
Laborer should have it not only for 
themselves but also to circulate 
amongst their Christian friends. Or- 
der it through your nearest Christian 
Book Store. The book is not written 
for Christians but it ought to be 
known by all Christians who are con- 
secrated to His cause of bringing 
Christ to the Nations. 


Colonization projects are the open 
door for thousands of Christians who 
otherwise cannot qualify for special- 
ized jobs. Many areas are open today 
for this type of person. Ever since the 
landing of the Mayflower, America 
has been the land of colonists. Today 
we should seriously consider the pos- 
sibilities of colony projects as evan- 
gelical centers. This will require much 
prayer and careful planning but even- 
tually it will pay off best for the Gos- 
pel.

DO NOT reveal your missionary in- 
terest when applying for overseas: 
jobs. Officials expect people to be re- 
ligious, but they are not interested. 
beyond that. It might hinder you from 
an opportunity. 





NEWS FROM THE FRONT 


(The following excerpts are from 
a letter we recently received by a Co- 
Laborer working in Japan) 


“There are many advantages to do-, 


ing missionary work in my circum- 
stances; the salary is good and the 
more money one gets the more it can 
be used for the Lord’s service. Mis- 
sionary finances provide them with 
only the bare necessities,’ (Co-Labor- 
ers, Inc. rejoices in this generous spir- 
it and will encourage it amongst all 
its people). “Two missionaries asked 


me to start a children’s work in their ' 


station. The first week we had 18 
children and within 2 months the class 
had grown to 250. An English school 


wanted a Bible teacher, so every Wed. - 


evening I teach three periods there. 
One girl was saved before Christmas 
and is walking with the Lord. The 
Lord has also given me a former 
Buddist girl to shepherd. Once a 
month I attend a Bible Class for 
Christians where I teach the lesson 
and furnish music with my accordion. 
One missionary went inland and left 
me in charge of a class of Junior 
girls, dependents of the Allied per- 
sonnel. A few are Christians but the 
majority are not. Each Wed. after- 
noon I go out to a mission home and 
do their correspondence. I spend 
about 4 hours at it. You may ask 
how I find time for all this? The Lord 
was good in finding this job which 
gives me so much spare time. One 
who has had secretarial experience 
will always. be in demand. Just plain 
typists do not stand such a good 
chance as nationals can do that. The 
Govt. always has openings for people 
who have had specialized training. 
They are still recruiting people from 
the U. S. for Guam, Okinawa, Japan, 
Alaska, Panama, So. America, So. Af- 
rica and Europe. I would advise those 
interested to contact the Army En- 
gineers or the Air Force. Once a 
stenographer is here she can always 
find work in private industry.” 


From a Co-Laborer in Hawaii 


“Since arriving here I have been 
doing visitation work and helping in 


the new Sunday School. Another 


evening I sponser the Inter-School 
Christan Fellowship. Another oppor- 
tunity has opened up for me to teach 
in a Bible Institute on Fri. evenings. 
I also hope to have Child-Evangelism 
classes shortly.” 
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NEWS FROM THE HOME BASE 


“If Co-Laborers, Inc. is of God, then 
all it needs is a start’, said a well- 
known Christian leader about a year 
ago when we were _ incorporated. 
Within this past year, this has come 
to fulfillment in a gracious and won- 
derful manner.

FINANCES 


Co-Laborers, Inc. earnestly requests 
that no money be sent us to help in 
this work that would otherwise go to 
“regular” missionaries. At present no 
salaries are being paid. We earn our 
own bread and butter. Our Christian 
friends who remember us with gifts 
are the ones who carry the load of 
printing, office expense, mailing, etc. 
Their reward, we trust, comes in the 


knowledge that they are obeying His. 
promptings and pleasing Him. A, 


C. P. A. who is also a splendid Chris- 


tian Bible Class teacher, is our audi-, 


tor, and a Christian mother who was 
formerly connected with one of the 
largest banking institutions in the 
country does our bookkeeping. Nei 
ther of these take any remuneration. 
We believe that as we give ourselves 
to helping others to God’s place for 
them in some needy area, they in turn 
will eventually support this work. 
This will make it possible for us to 
reach out further afield and more rap- 
idly.

There is a subtle temptation to op- 
portunism for all who initiate any 
sort of missionary program today. 
Self-sacrificing missionaries have 
built up a back-log of good-will all 
over Christendom. There is a danger 
that some will tap this reservoir of 
good-will just for their own ambitious 
purposes. We earnestly pray to be 
kept from this. Co-Laborers, Inc. does 
not aim to be a great organization. 
We pray that. it may be more

It can only 
be translated by helping hands and 
generous hearts aflame with the love 
of Christ. Shall we not give up our 
comforts and conveniences, our loved 
ones and social ties, and if necessary, 
even our lives NOW for HIM? Or 
shall we indolently continue to “take 
our ease” now, only to be demanded 
by our country for the bloody conflict 
which we nave not averted by shar- 
ing the Gospel of love? Will we con- 
tinue to let the pleasure-loving, ad- 
ventursome, worldly people fill up 
this vacuum ? 


What if we had been alive and 
ready for such a program when Rus- 
sia opened her doors and invited Am- 
erican helpers in the early twenties? 
What a different picture we could 
have had today. Because we were 
unprepared then we face the ghastly 
prospect today of desolate cities, mil- 
lions of blasted bodies-our own and 
our childrens amongst them, ruined 
civilizations and a black, charred, 
twisted mass of appalling wreckage. 
May God stab our guilty complacen- 
cy to realize that there is hope if ev- 
ery one of us obeys Him NOW. 


President Truman evidently sees 
some of this. Congress has passed 
his point 4 program. It has to 
do with sharing our American 
technical skill and know-how with the 
backward nations of the world. Pray 
much for him. 1 Tim. 2:2. With this 
added impetus to our program are we 
as Christians going to be prepared to 
meet its possibilities? Pray much and 
DO what He reminds you to do.

See 
your veterans bureau. 


College and Univ. students should 
apply to their placement service bu- 
reau for foreign positions. 

Write to missionaries you may 
know asking them for any informa- 
tion about job opportunities in their 
area. 


Be sure to send us all foreign job 
information you have. 


Be sure to let us know of any de- 
velopments. If there are other and 
better ways to get out to needy areas 
tell us about them and “Go-Ye’’.

TWELVE REASONS WHY YOU SHOULD 
PRAY FOR IT 


One thousand million souls who have not been 
reached for Christ still challenge the combined 
resources of the Christian Church. Any organi- 
zation that can reduce this staggering figure, 
without hindering the efforts of sister organiza- 
tions, is a welcome ally in this greatest of 
Enterprises. 


Many believe that self-supporting missionaries 
who ply their trade in needy areas is the only 
way that the manpower of the Church can be 
satisfactorily harnessed for execution of the 
Great Commission. Following are some of the 
reasons that Co-Laborers, Inc., feels that there is 
a place for such a ministry. 


1. IT IS A SCRIPTURAL METHOD 


The first wave of missionary activity was a 
great lay movement. All except the Aposiles 
were scattered abroad and they all went every- 
where preaching the Word. (Acts 8.) It is ob- 
vious that they supported themselves. Paul, the 
greatest of all missionaries, used this method 
almost exclusively (Acts 20:34) even though he 
was a fully ordained and accredited missionary 
of the Church. 


2. IT IS AN HISTORICAL METHOD 


Eusebius comments glowingly on this method 
of laymen selling their homes and possessions 


and going out to the uttermost parts as witnesses 
for Christ. Other historians tell what an import- 
ant part Christian businessmen and traders 
played in the spread of the Gospel. This proven 
method needs re-emphasis, in that it has been 
obviously neglected. 


3. IT ELIMINATES MAJOR HINDRANCES 


The greatest obstacle in foreign missionary 
work today is recognized to be the lack of 
finance. Self-supporting Gospel witnesses will 
not divert a penny of present missionary sources. 
Furthermore, some of the requirements which 
mission boards of necessity must enforce need 
not be so strictly applied. For instance, if a 
man seeks to bear witness to Christ in a foreign 
community, his age, number of children, linguistic 
abilities, and formal education need have no 
bearing on his participation in the Great Com- 
mission. 


4. IT WILL NOT BE DRASTICALLY AFFECTED 
BY TRENDS 


Depressions and other world contingencies, 
such as war, could not effectually curtail such a 
program. 


5. IT IS TIMELY 


With the whole world crying for the advantage 
of America’s technical skills, this program be- 
comes eminently feasible. Thousands of people 
are moving from their homes to accept remunera- 
tive positions in other countries — why should 
they not be Christians, with a vibrant testimony? 


6. IT PROVIDES AN OTHERWISE IMPOSSIBLE 
ENTRANCE TO CERTAIN COUNTRIES 


Many governments frown on, and even prohibit 
the entrance of missionaries, but they gladly 
welcome agriculturists, engineers and business- 
men. 


7. IT ESTABLISHES A MUCH NEEDED 
CO-ORDINATION 


There are large numbers of earnest Christians 
who long to actually get out to the foreign mis- 
sion field. A co-ordinating organization that 
can put them in touch with job opportunities, 
having Gospel opportunities, is all that they 
need, along with a medium for directive fellow- 
ship. 


8. IT EMPHASIZES THE BASIC ESSENTIAL 
IN CHRISTIAN SERVICE 


The appeal of a consistent Christian life pro- 
vides at least half of the persuasive effectiveness 
of the Gospel. This power can surmount even 
the language barrier, and would not be limited 
by lack of formal training. One example is better 
than a thousand arguments. 


9. IT CAN IN NO WAY BE COMPETITIVE WITH 
ESTABLISHED GOSPEL WORK 


Every organization or group interested in 
spreading the Good News can include this 
program in their work. 


10. IT IS IN KEEPING WTH THE ALL-OUT 
CHALLENGE OF THE CHRISTIAN FAITH 


Such a program would ask of our finest minds 
and most capable hands a willingness to give 
their best to Christ. In too many instances the 
born-again man or woman who is not gifted in 
public speaking or music feels that there is no 
place of importance that he can fill in the 
Gospel enterprises. Under this method, any 
person can be out on the front lines under the 
guiding hand of the Lord of the Harvest. 


ll. IT ACCENTS ‘THE GREAT COMMISSION 


Any organization that does this in the light of 
the Word of God, and endeavors to obey the 
command to “go” may legitimately feel. that 
their emphasis is needed. The Great Commis- 
sion has very few restrictive conditions, and it 
faces us with a stupendous unfinished task 
which Christian conscience cannot avoid. Co- 
Laborers are needed out there. 


12. IT WILL GREATLY BENEFIT THE 
HOME CHURCH 


The fact one or more goes forth from the local 
church will greatly help the spirit of Prayer, the 
world vision of Missions and the spirit of 
Evangelism in the home congregation. 


CHALLENGE 


Our generation can be evangelized. Our Lord has 
commanded us to bring the Gospel to every creature. 
He has assured us that the Gospel shall be preached to 
every nation before He returns. Today we have a 
unique opportunity such as no other generation ever 
had, to fulfill His Great Commission. With all our 
material blessings and ‘‘know-how”’ the whole world is 
open for our help.
